WASHINGTON, D. C., June 3, 1908. 
The Prenldent has finally announce' 


that he will not call Congress In ipecla 
session until after the November elec 
lions and he now expects to conven 
the extraordinary session ou No vein be 
IS. There are many of the leaders h 
the Republicon party, however, whi 
believe that this declxiou sounds the 
death knell of the special .session am 
that eventually the President will bt 
entirely dissuaded from the idea o 
calling any special session. The argu 
ment useof wiih tlie President to iuduc 
him to abandon his lirst idea was that 
he could accomplish no good by cal 
ling the Congress iu session at a time 
that would prove objectionable to all 
the members, that an a renull they 
would all come to Washington In a 
surly or sullen mood aud would mere- 
ly waste time instead ofgettlugdownic 
business In advance of the regular ses- 
sion. Tne President has heeded this 
argument to the exteut above out- 
lined aud uow the opponents of a 
special session are ready with argu 
meuts for further delay although they 
may not preseut them until later iu 
the summer. 


The argument which is expected to 


dissuade the President from calling any 
ipecial session Is this by calling Con 
gress together ou November 13 there 
will be at uiott but three weeks gained 
before the date on-1 which the national 
legislature would meet by law. 
Con- 


gres* will uever Again consent, how- 
ever, to remain Iu session right up to 
tlie hour wh :u the regular session must 
commence, for the reason that wlieu 
:his was done a year ago the members 
lostjthe extra mileage which they regard 
4s their apeeial perquisite H henever 
they meet Iu special session. 


For that reason, U will be urged,CouJ 


gress will certainly adjouru at le»»t a 
week iu ad vanceot December 4, the date 
iu which tne regular session must begin, 
and so only two weeks will be gained. 
1'heu the President will be asked if in 
his judgment the two weeks gained 
will compensate for the $190,000 wbien 
Congress is certain to take for itself for 
mileage aud the old argument that no 
member of Congress wants a special 
session at all will be revamped ami so 
he special session of 1905 will, in the 
udgrneut of throe best titled to judge, 
lave been added to the long list of 
hiuga "gone glimmering". 
There is no disguising the fact that 
he President's decision is a victory for 
he stand patters. They so regard it 
ud they are jubilant at haviug won 
he day. 
It will be remembered that 


when, early iu the last seeslon, the 


retideut called the leaders of both 
louses of Congress to the White 
louse for a conference on the tariff, 
Speaker Cannon, while protestiug that 
here was not the slightest necessity 
f changing a single tariff sched- 
le, declared that if any must be 
hanged It should be done at a special 
lession called for the purpose thin 
Drlug. The Speaker's reason for urg- 
ig a spriug session was thai If it were 
udertakeu to readjust the tariffschetl- 
les at a special fall session, or during a 
egular session, the Democrats In the 
enate would purposely prolong the 
ebate until so close to the fall elections 
ml the business of the country would 
ot have time to become readjusted to 
ie uew schedules and the Republican 
embers of the House would stiller at 
he polls. 
The Speaker's argument 


•as met by Senator Aldrich however, 
itb the assurance that there would be 
o unnecessary delay it' tlie special 
ession were deferred until fall and the 
resident abided by the judgment of 
ie Senator from Rhode Island. 
With the purpose of making good 
is assuiauce to tue President rieuator 
Idrich immediately thereafter secured 
oui the Democratic leader, Senator 


Gorman, a pledge that if the House 
would send over a tariff MM during the 
special fall session the Democrats in 
tne upper house would permit it to 
come to a vote before the date for the 
beginning of the regular session. 
Of 


course, now that the President has de- 
ferred the convening of the special ses- 
sion until so late a date there ii no 
chance for the Democrats to redeem 
Mr Gorman's pledge, while the Speak- 
er's argument against opeuiug the 
taiifl queatiuu ou the eve of an election 
has gained added force. 
The "stand 


patters" are therefore doubtless correct 
in their assertion that, while the Presi- 
dent hat iu no way departed from Inn 
original conviction that some readjust- 
ment i.f the tariff schedules to changed 
conditions is essential to a square deal, 
he has dealt tariH readjustment iu the 
uext session a death blow by his aban- 
donment of October 1C as the date ou 
which to convene the special session. 


The President has not, despite all re- 


ports to the contrary, taken any steps 
towards the promotion of peace be- 
tween Russia and Japan. Much as he 
would like to further the cause of peace 
iu the Orient he Is powerless to do any- 
thing iu that direction without a direct 
request from the Czar aud even then it 
is (jnestiouable if he could accomplish 
anything. The Japanese are determined 
that they will have no more,to do with 
iutermediaries, or eveu with Russian 
ministers, unless the Czar selects an In- 
termediary who will guarantee the ob- 
servance of good faith by the Czar. The 
Japanese claim that Russia intimated 
that she was prepared to discuss peace 
terms after the battle of Laio Yaiug 
and then when Japan showed her 
hand she immediately ordered Rojest- 
veusky from Madagasker to Vladivos- 
tok. 


It is further pointed out that when 


Great Britain agreed to arbitrate the 
Dogger Bank incident Great Britain 
agreed that if an Englishman were 
found guilty he should be punished 
and Count Lansdrofl agreed for Rus- 
sia that if the Russian officers were 
found guilty they should be punished. 
The blame was ultimately placed on 
tlie Russians and the Czar refused to 
make good the promise of his Minister 
by punishing them. For tiiese reasons 
it Is clearly intimated that- there must 
be every assurance of good faith ou the 
part of Russia and that the Czar him- 
self must take the Initiative before any 
elfeclive peace movement can be u nder- 
taken.

has ceased to act as king of Norway. 
The storthing further empowered the 
present state council to act as a gov- 
ernment of Norway until further no- 
tice and to exercise tlie power hereto- 
fore appertaining to the king. 


An address to the king was adopted, 


declaring that no'ill-feeling was enter- 
tained against him, his dynasty or the 
Swedish nation, and asking his majes- 
ty to co-operate in the selection of a 
young prince of the house of Bernadotte 
to occupy the throne of Norway. 


The Norwegian! maintain that thu 


king, by not revoking his veto of tne 
law for separate consular representa- 
tion, and partly also by his absence 
from Norway, has suspended his rights 
and duties a* King of Norway. 


One of the causes for the desire in 


Sweden and Norway for separate con- 
suhir systems was the fact that Sweden 
Is protectionist and Norway is for free 
trade and also because of Norway's ex- 
tensive sea trade and other divergencies 
of commercial Interests. 


By the treaty of Kiel, Jan. 14. 1S14. 


Norway was ceded to the King of 
Sweden by the King of Denmark, but 
the Norwegian people did not recojrnixt 
this cession and declared themsvlve^ 
Independent. 
A constituent assembly 


adopted on May IT, 1S14. a constitu- 
tion and elected the Danish 
I'rliii.v 


Christian Frederick to be King of vor- 
way. 


The Swedish troops, however, en- 


tered Norway, and. the foreign powers 
refusing to recognize the new kit'g, 
the parties concluded on Aug. 14 a con- 
vention by which the independence of 
Norway in union with Sweden was pro- 
claimed. 
An extraordinary storthing 


was then convoked and adopted the 
modifications in the constitution made 
necessary by the uuion of Sweden and 
then elected King Charles XIII King 
of Norway Nov. 4, 1814. 


The following year a charter was 


promulgated establishing new funda- 
mental laws on the terms that the 
union of the two kingdoms be indis- 
soluble and Irrevocable, without preju- 
dice, however, to the separate govern- 
ment constitution and code of laws of 
either Sweden or Norway. 


The founder of the house of Uerr.a- 


dotte was Jean Buptiste Jules Berna- 
dotte, a field marshal of Napoleon I 
who became minister of war in UUU, 
served with distinction at AusterllU in 
1805, was elected Crown Prince of Swe- 
den in 1S10, commanded the army of 
the north against Napoleon in ISK-i. and 
as Charles XIV. became King of Swe- 
den and Norway in J81N. He died in 
1844.

Youtsey's Confessions. 


(Caleb Powers, In the Header .MHgmlne.) 
It was evideut that Youtsey bad 


gone over to the prosecutiou, body and 
soul, aud would, iu hope of gaining bis 
freedom, or relieving tbe horrors of bis 
situation, rehearse ou tbe witness staud 
auy part of tbe drama which might be 
assigned him. lie had been made to 
suffer the tortures of the damued in 
the penitentiary before he "confessed." 


He had shoveled coal Into the fiery 


furnace by the side of two negro com- 
panions (luring the sweltering days of 
July aud August, 1001, when the ther- 
mouieler was ranging from 95 to 110 de- 
grees; he had, for eight consecutive Sun- 
days, according lo Ihe statements of his 
faithful wife, been locked up in a dark 
cell and fed ou bread and water, while 
other prisoners enjoyed the freedom of 
the grounds and their Sunday dinner; 
at other times lie was forced to wear 
the ball and chain, and subjected to 
eveu greater torture and humiliation. 
He was carried from the lifekilling boil- 
er-room lo a dangerous machine shop, 
where he became entangled iu the ma- 
chinery, losing part of one hand anil 
almost his life. 


He began to die; he told tbe warden 


that he could not live without better 
treatment and better food. 
The war- 


den urged him to "confess"; increased 
his labors aud hardships and lold Mrs. 
Youtsey that her husband kuew how 
bis burdens could be lightened. Yout- 
sey finally confessed, ills second con- 
fession did not meet tbe approval of 
the prosecution. It was seut back to 
him, he burned It, aud also his short- 
hand uoles of It. 
His second confes- 


sion, like his first, did uot implicate 
me (Powers] in the remotest way. 


Youtsey's torture was increased, aud 


it was not until he bad made bis third 
aud satisfactory "confession" that his 
hardships were mitigated. 
Then he 


was uot only relieved from labor, ex- 
cused from work; put In the hospital; 
fed ou the beet the prison afforded, but 
was relieved of stripes and practically 
made free from prison.

uieii only vote. 


Mr. liudolpn Blankeubcrit of Phila- 


delplna, chairman of the cjiumitiee ou 
election frauds, says thai In Puiladel 
phia there are more than 100,000 fraud 
uieut names ou tue voting register, 
that wbeu ibe polls opened at 7 a. ra. 
one ballot IHJX had already been stufl'ec 
so full of fraudulent votes that it was 
impossible to get any of the lugal bal- 
lots iu; that 112 voters were registered 
as liviUK iu oue small house uot able to 
lodge a dozen; that out of 30 registered 
letters which he seut to voters alleged 
to be living lu another house, 29 were 
returned through the mail with the re 
port that tbe persons were uukuowu 
there, 


Vice outside the electiou frauds has 


become so flagrant that ihe Ijaw aud 
Urder Society has beeu tackling tbe 
situation, and its executive officer, D. 
Clareuce Ulbbouy, is said to have brok- 
eu up 400 gambling dens and about 
1,000 houses of ill repute. 
Tney have 


beeu making their raids without tbe 
co-operatiou of tbe city police,. becat'se 
it was found wbeuever they told tbe 
police wbat gambling dens they were 
golug to investigate, tbe gamblers at 
ways received waruiug iu advance. 
Aud now a bill has been introduced lu 
the Legislature forbiddiug the Law 
and Order Society to made auy laid* 
without previously notifying the po- 
lice. 


What adds still more to tbe terrible- 


ness of the situation lu Philadelphia is 
the fact that a majority of the voters 
submit to all this witii the patience of 
lambs while in Denver they are mak 
iug vigorous eiforl to get rid of it. 


What la trueof Philadelpdia is true 


of a majority of our large citiej. 
If 


women were given the ballot today iu 
Philadelphia there is not a doubl but 
the whole mass of corporation would 
be laid to them; it would at least show 
the failure of woman uuQ'rage If they 
were uot able to eliminate all Ihe cor- 
ruption that has beeu entrenching 
itself iu the very life of the cily goveru- 
meut for yean.
